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Fumio Maekawa : Dichotomy of Ginkgo and its bearing 
to phylogeny. / 
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Resume 

In the short branch of Ginkgo, there remain very distinct dichotomies between its 
main axis, so called peduncles and leaves, respectively. Peduncle is the fusion of 4 
traces,, which are the result of the fourth dichotomy, while the petiole is the compo¬ 
und part of 2 bundles" of the third dichotomy. These dichotomies are very similar 
to the same found in Botrychium, and it seems very likely the presence of the 
close affinity between Ginkgyoales and Ophioglossales. The occasional phyllospory 
(Ohatsuki phenomena) and the structure of microsporangium are also suggestive the 
same idea. 
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
